creased taxes of $1,564,000,000 lo he 
mistal during 1921 and 1922, and pro­ 
viding for cash bonus of $1.25 for 
each day’s arm y or navy service, will 
la* sn Inn it t cd to the full membership 
of tin* house ways and m eans com­ 
mittee today for it* approval. 
RepuhlUun members already have 
approved it. 
Bonus and other forms 
of aid for soldiers cannot be paid un­ 
til the first part of the year however, 
the republican* decided, that none of 
th*' taxes necessary 
to 
raise 
the 
money for paying the bonus shall he 
extended before Jan. I. 1921. 
The in­ 
creased taxes proposed would bring 
a total government revenue raised to 
nearly $6,000,000,000, or virtually as 
milch as was raised during any year 
of the war. 
Tile republican plan, it 
wa* 
ex­ 
pected. will he approved by the lorn- 
mitt©© today. 
The bill as finally approved by the 
repti 111 lean* is based on 
a 
fourfold 
plan of the American Legion service 
men. being given un option of a ca*h 
bonus, farm* and home aid*, voca­ 
tional training or paid up insurance. 
No benefit* xviii lie allowed for the 
first sixty days serviee, as this wa* 
thought to have been covered by the 
original bonus. 
Those men choosing 
a cash bonus or farms, will lie al­ 
lowed $1.25 for each day, while those 
preferring home building aid. voca­ 
tional trailing or paid up insurance 
will receive a credit of $1.75 tier day. 
The cash hon un i* to he paid in four 
equal installments, probably 
begin­ 
ning April I, 1921.
